Besides this, Caballero was instruct- 
ed to inform the insurgent leaden 
that the Spanish authorities woulc 
undertake to honestly establish thi 
new autonomist regime if the lead 
era of the insurgents would aocep 
the propositions made them. 


Although Caballero has not re- 


turned from Santiago de Cuba, con 
fidential advices which have reached 
the Spanish officials here seem to in 
dicate that Caballero has so fa 
been rinsuccessful. It is understooc 
General Rain has replied that he be 
lieves a successful ending ofjth 
war in favor of the insurgents is ap 
preaching; that the Cubans wit 
the aid of the United States wi 
gain their independence, and that 
therefore, he prefers to continu 
fighting the Spaniards until the fina 
victory is won. 
Caballero also ne- 


gotiated with General DnValon, the 
French leader of the insurgents. 
There seems to be no intimation as 
to Jhe result of Caballero's negotia- 
tions with General DnValon, al- 
though it may be judged, from the 
attitude assumed by General Rabi 
that the peace negotiation are likely 
to fall flat in Santiago de Cuba. 


General Pando, in the meanwhile, 


acting after consultation with Mar- 
shal Blanco, has put other irons in 
the fire, in the hope of prevailing 
upon the insurgents to come to 
terms. He has been and is still in 
negotiation with three leaders of the 
Cuban revolution and has been en- 
deavoring to induce them to go to 
different insurgent camps, there to 
use their influence to bring about 
peace, fen the promise of Cuba being 
accorded a really antonomious form 
of government. These three men 
were also offered money for them, 
selves and were to have been 
furnished with large sums of money 
to distribute among their friends. 
But it is understood they have 
hitherto declined to become agents 
of General Pando. alleging as their 
excuses that they have no influence

WASHISOTOX, Nov. S3.— The ef- 


forts made by the postolTiee depart 
ment to roform the careless pra ticc 
existing in a large number of post- 
offices in the cancellation of mail 
matter is expected to bring about 
most important results. Already, 
the movement has borne fruit, and 
where, according to the officials of 
the department, at the beginning of 
the administration 30 per cent, of 
the whole number of postmarks on 
mail matter was practically illegi- 
ble, the ratio has now been brought 
down 
to 
less than 10 per 


cent. 
First 
Assistant 
Post- 


master General Perry S. Heath is 
vigorously prosecuting the reform 
and whenever complaints come in 
about careless marking, they are TV 
ferred to the delinquent post office 
for report. The matter has attract- 
ed general Interest nnd lias brought 
out suggestions nnd comments from 
business houses and individual-; 
throughout the country. 


So far during this administration 


about 40,000 hand stamps have been 
sent out to postmaster*. The com- 
mittee appointed by the postmaster 
general to examine now design* or 
improvements in cancelling stamps 
will receive for inspection up to 
January 1 working models of any 
invention designed to take 
tho 


place of the hand stamps nuw in 
use at the various postoffices. This 
call for new designs or improve- 
ments applies only to hand stamps 
and not to cancellation machines, 
which are nsed in the heavy work 
of the service. 


The present movement is intended 


primarily to improve tho class of 
postmarking stamps now supplied 
to the smaller postoffices, as well as 
those used in an auxiliary way in 
the larger ones and the principal 
points considered will be simplicity 
and durability. Despite the general 
impression shown in the correspon- 
dence, it is not necessary that the 
device be patented.

HOW A RUSSIAN JEWESS ACHIEVED 


SUCCESS.

She FralwMy Keept tbe Lirtttt OtUoor 


NrwHtand In the Colmtrr-Bow 6ti* 
liu Built tp the ButHW—El*a»BU 
ot tier Sacctu. 


A \voomn—a foreigner, a Bu&l&n 


Jewess—keeps the largest outdoor news- 
etand in tho great city of New York. 
Her bUEiuffs and her eucoera did not 
all come iii a <li»y or a ytsr. But die 
earned it koueetly, and no one among 
her tliottaudi of patrons begrudge* it. 
Tbe secret of her snorei* is an unfailing 
conrtcfy and a naturally dowered lady- 
hood that command the highest respect. 


Her name IB Brone F. Nelson (or 


Chanckf. as sho was called in Bamia), 
and it IE always entertaining to listen 
to the few reserved words she occasion- 
ally lets fall of her life in Moscow. 
Brone Nelson is a patriot She nsed to 
lire near Tolstoi and tee bim daily at 
bis work. Sho lores him, and she un- 
derstand* v,-liat tbe cotint end the ban- 
ished Priurt* Krepotkin are trying to 
teach tho Russian people, that great re 
forms ore not effected in a day and that 
"they also serve who only stand and 
wait" 


In Moscow as a wif« and mother 


Brow was kept in comparative eate 
through tho exertions of her tradesman 
husband. But she vas broad minded 
and had stndied her country's literature 
as well as that of others. She was a 
Russian .lew, and she felt the oppres- 
sion of her government. 


So she, with her husband and two 


children, though loring Russia, left it 
and came to this country about eight or 
nine years ago 
They possessed about 


8,000 rubles or some $2,300. But they 
shared tbe misfortunes that como to 
many strangers iti a strange land. They 
bad not tho ways, they had not the 
tongue. 
Brone's husband died nine 


months utter their nrriral, and ghe tras 
left iu New York to care for herself 
and the two little boys. The money was 
dwindling She hired herself to do sew- 
ing machine work. For two weeks she 
worked for nothing as a learner, and 
then she took fnll rank with, tho ciperi-

enced hands, earning from $10 to |13 
per week. For 1 year and 8 months she 
pursued this work diligently, and then 
it slackened. She lost six weeks work. 
Her rent of |}8 a month was going on' 
and her children must be kept 


She heard through an acquaintance of 


her husband who had known her in 
Russia of a newspaper stand'that was 
for sale at One Hundred and Sixteenth 
street and Eighth avenue. The owner 
offered to sell tho business for |2SO. 
Brone had only $85 left in tho bank, 
bnt she collected her jewelry, remnants 
of former Iniory, and took it to a pawn- 
shop on the Bowery. There they gave 
her for some diamonds, her watch and 
chain and other ornaments $100. 
She 


rtill lacked the money, hut a coosin of 
her husband came forward and loaned 
her $100, and the stand waa purchased. 
"For myself," she often says in recall- 
ing her Mart in life in this country, "I 
had no fear—indeed 1 did not care. 
Rain, cold and storm I stood out them 
1 thought only ot the children." 


Despite B rival who established him- 


self and spent a good deal of money on 
the opposite comer Brone in eight 
months was able to pay back the loan 
of $100, and by sheer Spartan courage 
and extreme courtesy to customers she 
soon established a paying business at 
her stand. Then she took her two broth- 
ers into partnership, and tbe concern 
now supports, betide* herself and her 
two boys, her eldest brotber, his wife 
and boy, a younger hrothef .yet unmar- 
ried and her nephew, a sister's child. 
•'We don't know," she says in her 
quaint way, "to whom the tn&neM now 
belongs. There is » common purs*, and 
we are confident that one will not take 
a penny mart than he absolutely needs." 


This is the sixth year of the bnsinesa 


Ihe entire family are engaged in it. 
There are three tables filled with news- 
papers and periodicals and a little house 
under 'the elevated stairs where the 
stock in kept' There is also a thriving 
newspaper route served by' pushcart*. 
Taking alt Into account, the firm count 
their regular customers at something 
between 2,000 and 8,000 a day. Their 
expenses for the privilege of the stand 
amount to considerable a year, and a 
fresh permit is taken ont each y«*r. 
They employ one man's entire time at

Even the little boys, aged 12 and 10 re- 
spectively, run a pushcart on the morn- 
fags of their vacation from «*ooL They 
attend the Felix Adler school, and it is 
Mrs, Nelson'swish that they be educat- 
ed in a nonsectwrian establishment Tbe 
only creed «a* will giro them is that at 


lioowty. Mr. Adler accepts h«r two boys 
free of tuition fee, hut the mother eye 
is on their work. One boy is backward1 
in arithmetic. She is paying a tutor to 
ooaoh him so'that he may not be behind 
bis class, and'.both/boys an receiving a1 
musical education.!. She i» just now •£«•!

It raised an endowment fund Scholar- 


ship for the Art institute.

institute, tbe Society For Physical Cul 
tnre and Correct Dress, the Public 
ochool Art association and tbe Chicago 
Political league.

On nearly 
all sides of the town are big salt works 
n-ilh their engines pumping hundreds 
cf thousands of gallons of brine every 
week. At & depth of some two hun- 
dred or three hundred feet are im- 
mense subterranean lakes of brine, and 
as the contents of these are pumped 
and pumped away, the tipper crust of 
earth is correspondingly weakened, 
and the result Is an occasional subsi- 
dence. These subsidences have a "pull- 
Ing" effect on the nearest buildings, 
which are drawn all ways, giving the 
town an upside down appearance.
